the various favo>rp that he may desire in anyigi^en direction. 

Infprsj|ttion had previously been fu&nished.by CG 6343-C* 
to th® .$ffe©t; #er@by Judge DANIEL A. C0VELL1 ofthe Griminal 
Codrt óf Cook Copnty had threatened to find States Attorney 
BENJAMIN^ S. ADAMOWŚKI guiity of contempt of ćourt if he did 
not dbiply with a subpoena instructińg hi® tó produee certain s 
reeords of the Cóók Cóuhty Grand Jury befor®,Judge COVELLI*s 
court. According to ĆG 6343-C*, during the first part of 
March, 1960, FRANK FĘRRARO had a con$ere'n©e with an unknown, 
indiwidual who adwised FERRAffiO that Jludge COYELLI Pas willing 
tó {sake peace with ADAMOWŚKI and that ADAMOWŚKI should contact 
COVELLI in his ch&mbers when the case ca®e ujp for trial so

CG 6343-C* bas advised that SCHER bas "sąuared 
ar/ay" $20,000 in debts. He has put bis house up for sale. 
He has assumed obligations Y/bieh formerly were charged to 
American Refrigeration as a result, apparently, of bis 
previous conference T/ith FERRARO. SCHER is trying to get 
$35,000 for his house in order to pay off these debts. 

It is noted that the bookkeeper v/ho FRANK FERRARO has 
apparently charged T/ith auditing tbebooks arrives v/ith 
SCHER and reports on bis audit of American Refrigeration 
to FERRARO. The bookkeeper advises that v/hat SCHER said 
the last time about being $11,000 in debt to American 
Refrigeration through pbony contracts is true. He also 
advises that SCIIER mortgaged his home to the hilt, for 
$12,000 and has pledged the loan against the reserves T/h ich 
American Refrigeration had coming through contractual 
obligations. If SCHER then defaults on theloan, he 
advises, then American Refrigeration is the one v/ho 
suffers. The bookkeeper then advised the third thing 
r/hich he Y/anted to cali to FERRARO* s attention, v/ithout 
dramatizing it, whether it is legitimate or not, is 
this: That in L & II Leasing Company, and in Vitałyzing 
Company, SCHER madę out checks either to hiraself or to 
casb, Y/hich totalled $8,000over a period of a year. 

SCHER advised he has no explanation. He claims to the 
auditor that they Y/ere used for kickbacks to people and 
for selling expenses, but he advises be cannot satisfy 
the auditors completely.
